the Church, e pecially the Proteſtant C/ergyof England, will not think that he hath 
done them any kindneſs to declare them to be influenced by the Papiſts to Per- 
ſecute their Fellow Proteſtants, and ſo are but the Popes Drudges and it is baſe- 
| Ern7:7 amo as if there were aConfederacy between the Papiſts and the Prote- 
ant Clergy, which I do not at all believe, and it is alſo as baſely infinuated that 
the Proteſtant Difſenters are influenced by the Papiſts to maintain their Noncon- 
formity, whereas it is well known that the Proteſtant Diſſenters in general are 
wholly ſtrangers to that Party, and Deteſtersof their Principles and PraCtice : 
and in page the fourth, the aforeſaid Author preſumetrh todeclare all things nc-

jolloweth, we will aſſure « Ba Salvation, and undertake to anſwer to God for

Firſt, A man may learn a goodCatechiſm lo as to underſtand all theQueſtions 
2nd Anſwers therein, and may have the right notion of all rhoſe truths in his 
cad, and yet be without thereal poſſeſſion of them in his heart. 2dly, Aman 
may have a well compoſed Form of Prayer to diſcharge his devotion,and yet be 
without the Spirit of Prayer, 3dly. A man may hear Learned and good men 
Preach to revive andquicken them to Duty, and yet be wirhout the Word of 
God in the power and demonſtration of the Holy Ghoſt, 4thly, A man may 
ſquare and regulate his life by Moral (Precepts or the Law of Nature) humbly 
Carefully Conſtantly and Conſcientioully, and yet be without Spiritual Rege.

——_ And now for the ſaid Author ſo boldly to aſſure men of their Salvation, and 
undertake toanſwer toGod fgr them, & be content to ſtand chargeable with their 
Blood, ifthey miſcarry (upon thoſe four things before propoſed,) 1 am at a lo 
what to conclude concerning the man, only this I will venture to fay he bids 
fair for the Care and Cure of Souls, 

Thirdly, Abſurdity is Contained in the ſaid Pamphlet, for he pretendeth to 
frame Arguments, and draw Concluſions from them to ingage perſons who are 
Diſſenters to come to the Sacrament in the Church of Exgland, but inſtead of 
making ſound and weighty Arguments, that may convince mens judgments 
they are but very pittitul Images of Arguments, not of Gold,orSilver,orWood 
as made by anArtis, but more lkeIma es of Clay made by a Child, that bedaubs 
and fouls his Fingers in ſo doing--Which briefly take as followeth. 

Firſt, To Communic ate in the Supper is either a Civil or a Spiritual thi 
ifCivil asſuch it may be done. 2dly, It is Commanded by theLaws of ourCour- 
try. 3dly, Tis no natural Injury to our Neighbours, therefore can be no.real 
hurt or prejudice to his own Soul,--Thfis is a cunning and baſe inſinuation of 
a Corrupt Notion to Repreſent the Holy Communion as a Civil aQtion, if 
this once take upon mens minds being willing to ſave themſelves fromSuffering- 
by Penal Laws, farewel to the right performance of Holy Ordinances,---- Fras 
theſe Carnal Reſonings, Firſt, if I goto the Sacraments, I ſhall notbe ſo obgox 
ious among my Neighbours. 2dly, There is very good Neighbourly Sociiay 
in Eating and Drinking-—-3dly, The Laws of my Country doth require it 4thly, 
If I do it but ſcldons I ſhall _ Sufferings.--—5thly, I ſhall hereby be qualified 
to maintain my Civil Rights and Priviledges and thus the Ordinance of 
God, the Word of God, and the Law of the Land is moſt abominably abuſed, 
for the Law of the Realm doth Require, them that come to the Sacrament, to 
come to it not as toa Civil Attion, but as to Gods Holy Ordinance humbly and 
devoutly, and the Miniſter is to lay before the people the danger and indignation 
which God hath threatned to them which ſhall preſume to receive the ſame un- 
worthily, ſeethe Statute Ano primo Edward the ſixth Chap. the firſt. 

Then, the Author goeth on thus page the fourth. If itbe ſpiritual goodneſs it 
cannot be dangerous and unſafe, becauſe we have the Word of God that preſſes 
to whatſoever is good, if it be ſpiritual wickedneſs then it lies either 1n the 
matter made uſe of, or in the manner of Adminiſtration in the exceſs and defeft 
of che matter or in the deſigns of the thing, but wickedneſs lyeth in none of 
theſe, therefore is not ſpiritual wickedneſs, —2dly, If it be ſpiritual wickedneſs, 
then the higheſt Acts or Inſtances of the Church of Exglazds goodneſs is poſi- 
tive wickednels, if ſo what became of all thoſe that have rack | in this Commu: 
nion.—3dly, That part of this Kingdom that bears the denomination of the 
Church of Ez2/and is either the Church of God, or it is the Synagogue of the 
Devil, if it be the Church of God it cannot be unſafe and hazardous to Com- 
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nunicate with 1t in the Sacrament of the Lords Supper—4thly, He that ſhall 
Communicate with the good Members of the Church of Eze/and ſhal! certain- 
ly Communicate withas good men as any under the Copes of Heaven referring 
tothe Clerzy for Excellency of natural Parts, profoundneſs of Learning, Even- 
neſs of Temper, Generolity of das. we moſt admiral Sermons Holinels of life 
largenels of Charity we challenge the whole Earth to over match them—Uzxto 
which particulars I do humbly and modeſtly Reply as followeth. — Firſt that 
the Sacrament conſidered as Gods Holy Ordinance is a ſpiritual goodneſs where ' 
ever it is Adminiſtred according to Gods Word, and yet it may be unſafe and 
dangerous for many particular perſons to partake of it—Firſt if they them'elves 
benot fit for it and their own Conſciences condemn them as unfit perſons, then 
it is unſafe and dangerous, and ifthey come to it they cannot enjoy the comfort 
of it, and the. Word of God as alſo the Law of the Realm will condemn them 
that come to it unworthily.—2dly. Ifothers as fellow Communicants are not 
fit for it, being known tobe Perſons of unholy hearts and profane lives, then it 


is unſafe and dangerous for the Godly to partake with the Ungodly, for Gods 
Church ought to be a pure Lump in point of their Memberſhip, x Cor.5,7,13. 
Gods good Ordinances muſt be attended upon and Performed, by a People of 
good hearts, and good lives; or elſe both the Perſonsand the performances ma 

beRejected of God, O lay it to heart.]/aiah. 1.11.7 what purpoſe is the Moltitud: 
of your Sacrifices unto me ſaith the Lord. Verl. 12. When you come to appear before 
we who hath Required this at your hand, Verſ, 13. Bring no more vain Oblations, 
Incenſe is an Abomination unto me, Verl. 14. Tour New Moons and your appointed 
Feait my Soul hateth, they are a trouble unto me, I am weary to bear them, Verſe. 15. 
When you make many Prayers I will not hear you, Verl. 16. Waſh you, and make you 
Clan, put away the Evil { your doings from before mine Eyes, ceaſe to do Evil, 
Verl. 17. Learn to do well ſeek Tudgment, Releive the Oppreſſed Fudge the Father- 
leſs, plead for the Widow, and all this was ſpoken to Ilrael, Conſidered as Gods Natio- 
nal Church, — Secondly, The Author of the ſaid Pamphlet, In the next place 
taketh pains to prove that the Sacrament is not qowiancl WickedneG and * cg 
fore it may be ſubmitted to, and received by the Diſſenters, truly this pains may 
well be called the labour 1n vain, becauſe the Preachers of the Diſſenters andthe 
Diſſenters in pen, do acknowledge that the Sacrament as it is adminiſtred 
in the Church of England is right in Reſpect of thoſe particulars by which he 
demonſtrateth that it 1s not Spiritual Wickedneſs.—Firſt, they acknowledge, it 
is Right in the Matter. wiz. Bread and Wine. Secondly, in the matiner of Admi- 
niſtration, viz. with ſolemn Prayers and Thankſgiving. 3dly. In the deſign,viz.

Romans 14.23. And he that doubteth is damned: If he eat becauſe he eateth not of Faith . 
for whatſoever is not of Faith, Is Sin. From whence I thus reaſon if inferior eat- 
ing and drinking be ſo __—_—_ when perſons are not ſatisfied in theirConſci- 
ence about it, O how much more dangerous is Superiour Eating and drinking, 
viz, ſuch as the Sacrament is when it is done doubting and not in Faith, howe- 
ver ſuch of the Church of Ezglard, as are Conſcieritiouſly fatisfyed. Firſt, In 
the Ordinance it ſelf. Secondly, In their own ſelves. Thirdly, In the fitneſs of 
their fellow Communicants after all due Examination, I do aſſure you I will not 
condemn them inReligious praCtice,now have any utricharitable thoughts of any 
Godly Perſons that have dyed in this Communion, and I do believe rhis is the 
Sentements of the Diſſenters in general. — Thirdly, the Author further faith,

7.T he El:ttion hath obtained it, and the ref 
were bliaded. — Fourthly, I believe that as ſaving Grace here, and Eternal Glo 
hereafter unto all rhem that are ſaved, is Gods undeſerved mercy ; Even fo alſo 
thoſe that are ſufered to go on in their Sins here, and ſhall be damned for their 
Sins hereafter, 15 unto them bur Gods deſerved Juſtice.-— Fiſthly, I believe that 
God hath not laid any Neceſſity upon men to be Wicked, for God doth not 
force any man ty fin; bur man being created upright, abode not 1n that State, 
bur ſought out many Inventions, as 1n Eccl. 7.29. The whole Lump of Mankind 
's involved in a ſinful ſtate, and lo 15 become unable of hir.ſelfro do any thing 
that may fave lumſelf; for the very Saints of God are yot ſaved by works of 
Righteouſneſs which they have wrought ; fee Trz.

Vaſhins of R-nen:ration, and Renewing of th? Holy GhaZ.—Sixthiy, I do howe- |

ver believe tht tough not any mancan make himſelf fo good as to be ſaved by 
it, yet moſt men may be abundantly better then they are, by improving the 
r :ohf 
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Light of Nature, and choſe Natural parts they have, wherein ſome excel others, 


together with an 1mprovement of the common Mercics and Bicilings of God, 


and more eſpecially by attending upon the meanes of grace, and may hereby e- 


ſcape thoſe black and bloody Crimes, that the Pamphlereer doth moſt baſely 


inzumerate, and may alſo be ina hopeful way of Converſion, anc lo ot Sal- 
vation, like the poor man that lay at the pool of Bezh:ſ4a, John. 5. 2,5. Who 
though he was 7:07 able of himſelf to go in the Pool, he lay in the way ot a cure; bur 
if men will follow Wickednels with greedineſs, they are in the ready v ay of 
Damnation, without any ground of hope for Salvation.— Seventhly, I belies c 
that Salvation of Sinners 15 founded altogether upon Chriſt, and laid up only 
and alone in Chriſt, viz.

And that he might make known the Riches of his glory on the Veſ” 
fels of mercy, which he had afore prepared unto glory: allo ſee Rom.g. 20. Naygont, O 
men, who art thou that replieft a2ainſiGoa? And let thePamphleteer conſider whar 
ke hath done in ſpeaking ſo reproachfully of the Servants of the LivinsGod,both 
amongſt the Diſſenters and the Church of Exz/azd allo, and in drawing ſuch blaſ- 
phemeus Concluſions concerning God, from their Principles.

Come out, comes 
thou bloody man, and thou man of B-l:al : Now mark this mans Words, ofthy 
Difſenters, * A villanous body of People, that in their firſt and main Principh

*the Words of facob, Curſed be their anger for it was fierce, and their Wrath for

fer in their Opinions about the Decrees of God, yet they have charitable Appre 
henſions of cach other,and a cordial love to each orher, each party knowing that 
there is a Godly care on both ſides to maintain a Godly Converſaticn in them 
ſelves, and make ſure of Salvation for themſelves.

*ing of th2 poor down? Tes. From which particulars conſider theſe things. Firlt 
conſider hoy like a Chi/d the pamphleteer doth behave himſclf, who not being 
able ro throw ſticks ata /zve Cock, mak a paper Cock, and then taketh great pains 
\ ro 
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to throw it down. Secondly, Conſider how hard he is put to it tomake vp the number of ſeven fooliſh Queſti- 
ons, - in making two about the Biſhops, and two about the Clergy. Thirdly, Conſider h's b.fe defizz, to ron- 
der and Repreſent the Difſenters Obnoxious and Odious to the Biſhops andClergy, and to ſtir up hatied and rage 
in them, againſt the poor Difſenters, who are already under Sufferings in this City, and many pats ct Crglard; 
andhereby he hath plainly diſcovered, that he is for the ſame thing, that he faith the Adverl.ries have been long la-

Write and Print thus of the Diſſenters in general, and therefore I will take a brief Notice of his particulars: 
firſt Concerning Arch-biſhops, and Biſhops : though the Difſenters cannot account them to He ſuch Biſhops 
u werein the primitive Church, becauſe they cannot find any mention of Arch-biſhopsor Lord biſhopsin the new 
Teſtament, yet for az much as it pleaſeth the King, and is agreeable to the Conſtitution of the Government, the 
Diſſeaters are very well contented to live under ſuch Government in all peaceable manner,and give thatReverence 
and Refpedt to them as becometh Chriſtianity and Humanity, and then I think the Biſhops have no cauſe tocom- 
plain ofthe Diſlenters, as being any abuſers of them; and for my own part I am apHo think that if the Kingdom 
had not them, there might be worſe in their Room. ———Secondly, Concerning the Engl;ſb Clergy, and their 
Maintenance» it is well known, that the Diſſenters in City and Countrey have a venerable efteem 
of ſuch as are known to be men of good Learning» gooi Natural Parts, good Preachers, and eſpecially 
men of Spiritual Goodneſs. viz. Men of GodlyConverſations: as for their Maintenance both in City and Country, 
itis Chearfully paid, not azan ACt of force, but as their Right by Law, as other things are the Right of other men 
bet ſame Law ; and it is but a few Diſſenters that muft be excepted in this matter, compared with the whole body 

' Diſſenters throughout the Kingdom : and they are deemed by their friends tobe more ſcrupulous then they need 
of ought to be ; and beſides it is well known that thoſe Pariſh Miniſters who are cbliging to they Pa- 
riſhoners, do not onely Receive their Due by Law , from the D fenters, but do alſo partake of 
their love.--—Fourthly, As concerning the Schooles of Learning in both Univerfities, it is well known that 
Learving was hi iety was well maintainedin thoſe times wherein ſuch az are now Difſenters

wereconcerned aw arts and Schollars in thoſe Noble Schools ; and the Difſenters do now rejoice in the main- 


taining of Learning in both Univerſities, and in other good Schools, of the Kingdom ; and yet Difſenters have good 
cauſeto believe,that though humane Learning isa very good thing, and although men may arrive to high degrees 
in it, yet they may be very ignorant of Divine Miſteries, which is indeed the Teachings of the Spirit of God; it 
waznot for want of Homane Learning that Nicodemus 4 Ruler and Maſter in Iſrael did not underſtand the new 
ed Spiritual birth, when he ſaid, How can 4 man be born when hes Old? Can he enter the ſecond time into his 
Mathers Womb, and be born again? John. 3.4. Neither was it for want of humane Learning that the Greeks did 
count the Preaching of Salvation by a Crucifigd Chriſt, Fooliſhneſs, 1Cor.1.23. Nor is it not for want of Humane 
ing that the Jeſuitesand other great Schollars brought up in the Popiſh Schools do not turnProteſtants : and 
it is done of thePamphleteer,torefle&t upon Mr.Samue! How, who hath been in his Grave a great number of 
years, who though he was but a mean man in the world, he defeved great honour, as a 1nan of good natural parts, 
and an able Preacher of Gods Word, a gracious Soul, and a man of holy life and Converſation.—5thly, Conce:n- 
— | ng for maintainance of the poor in the ſeveral Pariſhes of England, of which the Pamphleteer faith the 
would fain have thera down alſo, this ſeems asif he would ſtir up a Spirit of Raye in the Poor againſt 
the Diſſenters , to fall about their Ears, as being the worſt of thePoor's enemies, but bleſſed bcGed it is well known 
this Kingdom, that the Diſſenters do moſt Cheerfully pay the Pariſh Taxes for the ſupply of the Poor, 

and rejoice that there is ſuch a provifion made for them, beſides being Charitable to them other ways. 

Thus have I briefly replyed wnto' this part of the mans forgery, in Charging the poor Diſlentets 
in general with things of which they are not guilty, But hearken» Brethren, here isa ery large emp- 
ty ſpace, and ſeeing Nature abhors a vacuity, conſider what proviſion the Pamphletcer has made to fill up again 
in the room of thoſe things before Rehearſed, —Firſt you ſhall in the room of the two &rch-biſhops, (v7. Canter - 
bury, and ork.) have a Tinker, and a Taylor, men of great confidence and long ſtanding, —2dly, For the four 
great Biſhopricks of London, Winchefter, Eli, and Durham, you ſhall have a Water man, aShoomaker, a Coffee- 
man and a Hat-dreſſer; and for the other Biſhops and theClergy about the City and Suburbsof Londen, you ſhall 
have men of an inferiour rank. And then the poor deſperate Wretch contrives how this may be made known to 
France, Germany and the Low Countries ; and all theſe things he chargeth upon the Diſlenters, (page 13.) as their 
contrivance,to make ſuch an alteration in theGovernment. And now I will moſt humbly and medeſtly reply, and 
therein ſolemnly appeal to all the Church-men of England, cf what degree ſoever, who have any conſiderable 
knowledge of and acquaintance with the Diſſenters and thejrPrinciples, that the aforeſaid Charge is moſt notoriouſly 
and abominably falſe, for as much as it is well known throughout the i that fuch perſons as are before 
mentioned are not at all defirous of ſuch things, it being quite contrary totheir known and profeſſed Principles to 
have ſuch Eccleſiaſtical Dignities conferred upon them; and yet they are ſuch friends tothe preſent Government, as 
it is Eſtabliſhed by Law, that they can freely when ever His Majeſty thall have occaſion, venture their lives to de- 
fend his Perſon and Crown, to defend Arch-biſhops & the reſt of the Biſhops, todefend all the Clergy & the Church 
of England, againſt the Pope and all hisCartlinals, againſt the Jeſcites and all thePopiſhParty,they beingEnemies to 
theKing and whole Kingdom, as it is a Proteſtant Kingdom; and though the Difſenters may differ from theChurch 
ofEnglandin ſome tuings, as they differin ſore things from one another, yet the Church ofEngland and the Diſſenters 
azProteſtants are all but oneParty for the welfare of tfitKing &Kingdom,& I alſowho am not aſhamed to own my 
ſelfaProteſtantDiſſenter,do honeſtly & moſt ſolemnly declare my elf ſuch aLoyalSubject to theKing, ſuch a faith- 
ful friend to all the Biſhops, and ſuch a Fellow Subject to tpeClergy & all theChurchProteſtants,as before is expreſ- 
ſed; and inſtead of defiring the Biſhop of El>'rplace, by the help of God I would refuſe it, if His Majeſty fhould 
offer it me, and be better contented that the Biſhop who hath it, may keep it. And therefore let the Pampbleteer 
conſider what great wickedne's he is guilty of, in foaming out ſuch Envy, and forging ſuch miſchief againſt the poor
